‘Though the pear succeeds best in heavy, 
moderately fertile soil that is retentive of 
moisture, no one need hesitate to plant it 
in any soil available if it is well drained. 

Tillage and fertilizing are the same as 
for the apple except that nitrogenous fer- 
tilizers must be used more cautiously to 
prevent lush growth. Pruning and train- 
ing are similar to that of apple. (Write for 
our free bulletin on pruning fruit trees.) 

Pears grow upright, so can be planted as 
close as 14 to 16 feet apart. At 16 feet, 
takes 170 trees per acre. Pear trees bear 
early and heavily, and no other fruit com- 
pares with them in aroma, lusciousness, or 
range of flavors.
